We demand, in the name of the people, the 
tax-payers and freemen, so to peak, of 
Georgia, the strict and literal enforcement of 
this wise and comprehensive order from the 
Department. Nothing short of an exact and 
rigorous execution of so admirable a rule 
will satisfy us. 

“Disicyal devices” are heid to be im- 
proper”—which is, of course, right, but how 
are we to know what is disloyal in this the sec- 
ond term of the noble 'Lissus? Must we 
avoid all allusions to that little combination 
called the Oredit Mobilier?

The habits of our Cesar 
would, beyond doubt, come under the impe- 
rial ban. We can at least write about the 
weather by postal card, and in that case it 
would be best to unhesitatingly accept Old 
Probabilities’ official prognostications.
